C. AMENDMENT OF THE RULES OF THE COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT 

COMMISSION 

Proposed Amendment: 

Whereas, the Community Development Commission (hereinafter the “Commission”) 

hereby amends its Rules published in January 2014, by inserting the underscored 

language: 

 

  Article III [Meetings], Section 7 [Emergency Rules]: 
 

When, due to public disasters or other emergencies, the State of Illinois and/or the 

City of Chicago have, by executive proclamation or order, legislation, or 

otherwise, limited where, when, and/or how many people may publicly gather 

and/or the State of Illinois has suspended or modified portions of the Open 

Meetings Act for the public health, safety, and welfare of the citizens of the State 

of Illinois and/or the City of Chicago, the Chairman shall have the power to 

promulgate emergency rules (including regarding public attendance and/or 



 

participation) not inconsistent with such directives from the State of Illinois 

and/or the City of Chicago. The Secretary shall ensure that such emergency rules 

are posted on the Commission’s website, and such emergency rules shall last until 

the State of Illinois and/or the City of Chicago rescind such directives. 

 

  Be it resolved by the Community Development Commission: 

 

Section 1.   The above recitals are expressly incorporated in and made part of this 

resolution as though fully set forth herein. 

 

Section 2.   The Commission hereby adopts the Rules of the Community Development 

Commission, as revised and dated on this 14
th

 day of July 2020, in accordance with  

§ 2-124-060 of the Municipal Code, to be effective immediately upon publication.
